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Getting The Most 
Pleasure From 


Your Horse 


By J. B. FLOYD 
Of Campbell, Texas 


Irom earliest times the horse 
has been man’s most valuable do- 
mestic animal. History is full of 
events where the horse influenced 
man’s progress, and so it is only 
natural that man continues to 
cherish the horse. 

Enjoyment of your riding-horse 
depends upon several factors, the 
two most important of which are 
(1) you and (2) your horse. [ 
have known horse owners who 
spent hard-earned money and put 
out much effort trying to enjoy 
their horses, yet never “comple tely 
did so. nor did they ever discover 
why. 


When a man sees his best friend 
enjoying horses, he may get the 
idea this would be good for him 
too. Sometimes he ‘actually does 
not care for horses or riding, he 
may simply want horses to ‘show 
off, but | have never seen a good 
horseman who was of this type. 


Do not expect to become an ex- 
pert horseman after a few experi- 
ences on a single horse. Too many 
riders have the impression that, 
once they stay on a horse’s back 
while at a gallop. they are finished 
horsemen and can start right in 
to train horses. 

While it is true that some people 
become better horsemen in a few 
weeks than others in a lifetime. 
this is usually due to the indi- 
vidual’s interest in horses. One 
must be a lover of horses to get 
real enjoyment from a horse, but 
do not get the idea that just be- 
cause you love horses you are a 
good horseman. It takes a great 
deal more than that. 

The horse owner who wants to 
he-eome a good amateur horseman 
must decide to spend months and 
even years to acquire the funda- 
menta!s of riding and horseman- 
ship. The best way to get good 
advice and information about 
horses is to get it first-hand from 
horsemen whose animals are proof 
that they know horses, men who 
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Merry Boy’s Flash, with the author up, showing running walk 


do not confuse riding ability with 
true horsemanship. Association 
with such good horsemen usually 
means a correct start. Too much 
emphasis cannot be placed on this. 
Many young riders get wrong 
ideas from the screen, for there 
is much poor horsemanship shown 
in today’s pictures. 

Let us now consider getting the 
right horse. Inexperie ‘nced_ buyers 
usually want to buy an untrained 
horse to start with. Many even 
want a colt before it is old enough 
to ride and then, with little or 
no experience, believe themselves 
capable of properly training or 
starting a young spirited ok: All 
this is de finitely a mistake. 

The inexperienced rider, wheth- 
er young or old, should buy a well- 
trained aged horse that has been 
ridden by a good horseman and is 
thoroughly trained to work under 
all conditions. Most people are in- 
clined to get too much horse to 
start with, and they end up with 
broken bones and other unhappy 
experiences that may keep them 
from ever enjoying a ride again. 

Another serious error is to buy 

Show Horse for use as a Pleas- 
ure Horse. Show horses are trained 
and handled very differently from 
nleasure horses. They seldom make 
ood pleasure horses. 

It is indeed fortunate when the 
new owner has an_ experienced 
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horseman friend assist him in se- 
lecting his horse. Some horse 
breeders and dealers will do this 
for you. Never make the mistake 
of thinking you know enough to 
find a good bargain better than 
an experienced horseman. 

What kind or breed of horse 
should be purchased is a problem 
for the individual buyer, one he 
should seriously consider. | have 
seen new owners try three or four 
breeds and spend much money be- 
fore they learned what kind they 
should have. Almost every breeder 
thinks his breed would make the 
best Pleasure Horse, so the pros- 
pective buyer must know before-. 
hand what he expects to do with 
his horse before he decides which 
breed will give him the most pleas- 
ure. 

If you expect a five-gaited horse 
to remain a good five-gaited horse 
and at the same time be used 
a Pleasure Horse, you will be dis- 
appointed, because two of their 
gaits are man-made and hard to 
keep up. If you like this type of 
horse, a three-gaited Saddle Horse 
will give you most satisfaction. 

If you like to ride with ease 
and dignity and want a comfort- 
able horse, then you had best se- 
lect one of the natural Walking 
Horses. Bear in mind, I said “nat- 
ural.” for if his gaits are man-

Mr. Carl Miles of Abilene. Texas. 
Incidentally, this mare was the 
one and only reason I went to the 
sale, and she was 17 years old. 
The good stud HANDS UP left 
sale ring at $3600.00, and he is 
stone blind. The 5-month-old colt 
SPUTNIK. sired by Little Britches 
K. brought $1500.00. 

Mares and colts on the whole 
were thin. rough and wild. but 
they brought extremely good 
prices, and quite a little more 
than quarter mares at the same 
sale. It was amusing to watch ex- 
pressions on some of the Quarter 
Horse boys’ faces when one of 
those wild speckled mares would 
leave the ring at around a thou- 
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sand dollars. It wouldn't surprise 
me if we see some of these same 
fellows trying to breed for some 
of these Appaloosas. 
HUTCHINSON SALE 
Back to Hutchinson, where we 
had the 14th and 15th to get our 
horses shaped up for the National 
Appaloosa Show. Attended the sale 
on the evening of the 15th. and 
[ want you to know I have been 
in Turkish Sweat Baths that were 
cooler than the sale ring was that 
night. The sale was auctioneered 
by the famous and well-known 
Quarter Horse breeder. Mr. Hank 
Weiscamp, who did a very good 
job with what he aa to work on.

That night it rained and I do 
mean IT RAINED. It was sure 
enough a lob Lolly around there 
and still rainy next day. Mare 
classes had to be judged inside 
in the sales arena, which wasn’t 
very big. and the classes were 
big. But it worked out and the 
mares got judged, with Grand 
Championship going to that 
worthy little filly (a favorite of 
mine) JESSIE JOKER. owned by 
Mr. Chester Pickle of Alice, Texas. 

The half-mile race was run fol- 
lowing the halter judging that aft- 
ernoon and run in very, very 
heavy mud. CHIEF-OF-FOUR- 
MILE won this easily. without 
having to turn on too much steam. 

Hutchinson doesn’t have a regu- 
lar arena. Consequently. all per- 
formance classes had to be ma- 
ea in the width of a race 
track in front of the grandstand. 
In ie to dry this up it had 
heen heavily disced. leaving large 
chunks of heavy mud with nu- 
merous low slimy muddy spots 
that couldn't be touched. I want 
you to know it made those Per- 
formance Classes that evening 
more than a little Western! 

Outside of a couple of cracked 
ribs and some sore legs acquired 
in the rope race, Yours Truly sur- 
vived that evening’s performance. 
Before every show, I always swear 
I won't enter the rope race, but 
| usually wind up in it anyhow. 
To my way of thinking. this race 
does not prove much ‘other than 
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Simcoe’s Chinook, Champion Stock 
Horse, owned by Jack Johnson, of 
Waco. Texas. 


a little speed and a good stop. 

Next morning came eliminations 
for the Trail Horse Class and Bit 
Reining. The day was nice and 
by noon the track was in pretty 
fair shape. Halter judging was 
held on the track in front of the 
grandstand. Classes were large 
and very good. Grand Champion- 
ship was won by the very good 
horse. NAVAJO BRITCHES. 
owned by Mr. Bill Hudlow of 
Shawnee. Oklahoma. 

By evening the track had dried 
and was in good shape for per- 
formance. While all events sched- 
uled were accomplished. yet again 
that small race-track width was 
insufficient space to execute them 
properly and to do them justice. 
Complete results of this 11th Na- 
tional Appaloosa Show are on 
Page 18. 

To analyze this Show as I saw 

First off. one big decisive fac- 
tor was proven: by holding the 
Grand Daddy of all Appaloosa 
Shows in a central section of the 
United States. more people can 
and will exhibit their horses. This 
Show was the biggest by far that 
has ever been held. It also proved 
that three judges can work suc- 
cessfully at a show. Judging was 
good and off-the-record reports 
had it that the scores of all three 
were awfully close together. 

Another big factor that was 
proven was that our National Of. 
ficers and Directors need to give 
much more time and thought to 
this Show IF they want it to con- 
tinue to be the GRAND DADDY 
of Appaloosa shows. The loc _ 
should he selected by personal i 
spe ction beforehand, with pe 
sis on adequate facilities, both for 
the horses and for the exhibitors.

To stable valuable horses in im- 
provised sheep-pens and _— then 
drive 50 miles to sleep. discour- 
ages exhibition. 

To show to a very limited audi- 
ence and under terrific handi- 
caps. defeats the purpose of hav- 
ing a Show in the first place. Par- 
ticularly at this time. due to the 
small number of good perform- 
ance horses. we need everything to 
be in our favor in order to make 
these horses look half-way good. 

Also. we need to be fair in pro- 
gramming our events. so both the 
long horse and the short horse 
have an equal chance for recog- 
nition in the Show. Both types 
certainly have their place in the 
Appaloosa breed. To put two long 
races and no short races in a Show. 
is favoring one type. 

To include a calf-roping horse 
and to judge it on time, is losing 
the value of the class in a horse 
show. This has proven a very valu- 
able class in other breeds. but 
even world champion ropers do 
not try for time. Rather. they show 
their horses in the various items 
that constitute a good rope horse 
and are so judged. These items 
sive an announcer a lot to talk 
about. which in turn makes this 
class much more interesting to 
spectators. 

Maybe these last paragraphs of 
criticism sound as if I were a ter- 
rible crank. However. you must 
realize that my whole life is and 
has been for several years wrapped 
in these Appaloosa horses and | 
am completely sincere in trying

to promote them to the fullest. best 
and greatest advantage. 

We loaded out next day for 
the Colorado State Fair at Pueblo 
and followed that Show right on 
to Douglas, Wyoming, for their 
State Fair.

in the 11th National Appaloosa 
Horse Show in Hutchinson, Kan- 
sas. on August 16-17.

We will hear more of 
this Lufkin horse, I think. as the 
jockey was riding bareback. 

As most of you know, the Race 
Horse Club recognizes animals 
registered with the Club that have 
run in (AAA)-(***) or that have 
colts that run in (AAA)-(***) 
as GREAT HORSES. Now a lot 
of people don’t seem to realize why 
the RHC does this. 

Let me give you an example 
right here in my back yard. My 
stud BILL SPOKANE by Flying 
Bob is just another horse to most 
people—good looking, gentle and 
kind. But he comes of some of 
the best running horse breeding. 
Today old Bill is just a fat, lovable 
old cuss that runs and plays in his 
hack yard and bothers no one. 
Just another old plug, you might 
say. But let’s look at the record. 

I imagine the American Quar- 
ter Horse Association has around 
100.000 horses on its books count- 
ing the Appendix. From 1945 to 
1957 it has listed about 164. stal- 
lions that it calls Leading Running 
Horse Sires. This includes thor- 
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oughbred stallions too, so you see 
all of them are not Quarter Horses. 
Some of these stallions are dead 
and some are too old to breed. So 
there aren't too many left in serv- 
ice. Well, old Bill is listed amone 
these Leading Running Horse 
Sires. This is a great honor 

so few among so many. And, by 
the Race Horse Club, Old Bill is 
registered as (THE GREAT) 
BILL SPOKANE (RED STAR) 
No. 10. 

Then | have a Flying Bob mare 
reeistered in the Appendix of the 
AQHA. Just another gentle fat 
old mare today, yet in the Race 
Horse Club she is (THE GREAT) 
BOBBY SOX SOUTHLAND 
(RED STAR) No. 20. Don’t sneer. 
Again let’s look at the AQHA rec- 
ord. From 1945 to 1956 there are 
some 164 (same number as_ the 
studs) mares listed that have pro- 
duced (AAA) running horses. 
Bobby Sox Southland is_ listed 
among them. Again so few among 
so many. 

So when you see the honor 
(THE GREAT) on RHC horse 
papers, remember such animals 
are the ROYALTY of the running 
horse breed. There are not enough 
to go around. They may belong 
to a rich man or a poor man, you 
never know where you will find 
one. But. brother, there is prestige 
in owning one. Just try and buy 
one.

been a most successful one for a 
lot of people. Jack Johnson and 
family brought back enough rib- 
hons and trophies from the Na- 
tional and the Nebraska Shows to 
cover 10 feet of wall space when 
hung side by side. 

That good trainer Punch Oegles- 
by of Jonesboro. Texas. rode for 
them at the National and young 
Billy Johnson rode Simcoe’s Chi- 
nook at the Nebraska Show and 
won the cutting horse class there. 
They say Chinook was almost on 
his knees at times in this class. 
This horse today is the leading 
candidate in my book to take the 
Appaloosa award for the first 
horse to make the Top Ten in open 
cutting horse competition. 

Another Central Texas Appa- 
loosa to take two blues at the Na- 
tional was Tonto Chinook. a son 
of Simcoe’s Chinook and owned 
by J. D. Stovall. Baylor Univer- 
sity coach and horse enthusiast. 

Had a nice talk with Mrs. 
Hiram Howard of the Moody 
Horse Shoe Club and was com- 
plimented by her for publishing 
the fact that horses were barred 
from. the State Park on the Leon 
River. Mrs. Howard said that their 
Club had sent in a_ petition to 
the State after they had been or- 
dered to leave by the caretaker 
there. Result of this petition was 
the two signs: No Horses Allowed. 
The Moody club is a hig one and 
puts on one of the State’s largest 
shows; yet even they had no luck 
when they presented their problem 
on an individual club hasis.

made. you will have the same trou- 
ble as with a five-gaited horse and 
will likely end up with a pacing 
or racking horse. 

Any breed will respond to good 
training. and with good training 
can be used for most any kind of 
work or pleasure. But do not se- 
lect your horse on looks alone. 
Consider how well he does the 
things you want him to do. Re- 
member that a mature, well- 
trained aged horse with no bad 
habits or vices is always the most 
economical horse, even if good for 
only a few years. 

When you have purchased your 
horse. gain his confidence by get- 
ting well acquainted. Do not haul 
a horse in a new truck, unload him 
in strange surroundings, and ex- 
pect him to perform and act as he 
did in his home stable at the hands 
of his former trainer. 

Take plenty of time to get ae- 
quainted with your horse. Even 
though as a rule I do not like to 
spoil a horse by feeding him 
apples and sugar from my ‘hands, 
here is one instance where I have 
found it wise to do so, for this 
does a great deal to acquaint him 
with his new owner. 

Sometimes it is best not to ride 
youl hew horse for two or three 
days. until you have thoroughly 
gained his confidence and affec- 
tion. Some horses do not take to 
strangers quickly, some may even 
require a week to get well ac- 
quainted. This is not a bad char- 
acteristic. Some of my most affec- 
tionate horses were slow to make 
acquaintance with strangers. 

Have confidence in your horse. 
He will learn your voice, your 
walk and will recognize you by 
smell. A smart, alert horse will 
even learn to detect your moods. 
He will soon learn more about 
vou than you might imagine. Give 
him credit. 

Even though a pleasure to you, 
other pe ople may not like some of 
the things you have taught your 
horse. If you want to keep him as 
a satisfactory mount, treat him as

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Carved Leather Hat

(From the Leather Craftsman) 

One morning a friend of mine 
called. asked me to go berry pick- 
ing. I had no hat to wear in the 
sun. It was then I decided to make 
a leather hat. 

I made the first hat of gator. 
sewing it together on the machine. 
I used small copper wire in the 
tape on the edge of the brim. | 
tooled my second hat in leather: 
the leather hat needs no wire in 
the brim. 

Directions: Cut 17-inch circle: 
next cut a 7-inch circle in the cen- 
ter. Take the piece you cut out 
and use it for the crown or top 
of hat. For the head band. cut two 
12-inch pieces 3 1/1 inches long. 
Sew together. Attach to top and 
brim. | used a cord for the hat 
band. 

The hat gives good protection. 
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makes a nice shade and looks good 
on too. Last year at the South 
Texas Fair here in Beaumont, my 
leather work took special first 
place as “Most Original.”
